Although Russia has been struck a 


severe fclow on the northern Gallcian 
front by the mutiny of fragments of 
her troops, the forces appeared to be 
getting a firmer grip on the fountain 
head of the difficulty in Petrograd. 


The disorderly element in the capi- 


tal having been subdued, the nation's 
strongest man, Kerensky, has been 
made premjer as well as minister of 
war and marine. Obviously this rep- 
resents a notable centralization of 
power in one man. but it seems to 
be confident that centralization, even 
If it be suggestive of a virtual dicta- 
torship is necessary, if the vast forces 
of the nation are to be coordinated 
for efficient reconstitution of the gov- 
ernment and effective participation In 
the war. 


Wtoile chief military Interest cen- 


tered on the battlefield of the east, 
where the Russians are having to con- 
tend with disaffection in their ranks 


as well as with the Germans and muni- 
tions, there is sufficient action in prog- 
ress on the western front to com- 
mand close attention. 


xThe German crown prince received 


a severe beating In his recent attacks 
along a wide front in the Alsne re- 
gion, but neverihless he is sacrificing 
more of his men in renewed efforts 
to shake the French lines. There was 
violent * fighting last night south of 
Cerny on this front, but although the 
French positions were twice

French hands. A British attack on 
the northern 
end of the Belgian- 


Franco front with the Intensity of 
the big gunfire of late, seems to Indi- 
cate as Impending, but has not yet 
been delivered. Raids on an extensive 
scale are being continued by General 
Haig's troops, however, and last night 
they penetrated German positions on 
a wide front in the vicinity of La 
Basse and Armentieres.

filtered water 
and observe

health precautions. 


Conditions Excellent. 


Medical records thus far make it 


appear that the appeal had been anti- 
cipated by (he majority of .the men 
for Health conditions are excellent. 
What little sickness prevails, is limit- 
ed, almost exclusively to a tew cases 
of measles, and mumps contracted be- 
fore leaving tbe United States. Every 
soldier has been vaccinated against 
typhoid and in addition each troop 
section is equipped for filtering every 
drop of water. Likewise, every man 
under 45 years has been vaccinated 
against smallpox and will be similarly 
protected against cholera, should it 
make its appearance.

I regret the 6-ntorn of some big 


dallies do not like roe and ,do not 
care to aid the cause of judicial re- 
form by publishing- my weekly letters. 
1 think it is the ttrst time that ever 


to give the press and the. people week- 
ly letters In regard to the public serv- 
ice. On such matters the people have 
been kept in utter darkness, and, of 
course, they have had poor service, 
and so it must ever be until the press 
and ihe people show some special in- 
terest in public affairs and In the do- 
Ings of their public servants. 
With- 


out any supervision or control, ac- 
counting or reporting, It Is folly to 
look for good service; of course, a 
letler must not be a mere report. It 
must be readable, or it will not be 
read. 


This week we rharged one judge 


with an absence of two full days and 
now hope that he will make up for 
a month ot lost time. 


As we read some few weeks ago 


he United State* supreme court ad- 
ourned for three months with 530 
,ases undecided 
Of course that is 


not good business and it Is a fearful 
moral wrong. It is an unpardonable 
in. 
When judges quit their work 


and steal the time for which they are 
well paid they put themselves on a 
evel with other stealers. 
Timo Is 


money. 
To steal time for which a 


udge is paid, a good bunch ot money 
s in effect Hie same as stealing the 
money, and the judge who does it can- 
not be regarded as a truly honest 
man. 
He should he impeached and 


removed from office 
There Is no 


sense or reason for the judges of any 
upreme court being one, two or three 
years, or even six months or three, 
months, behind wiih their work. 
1C 


he judges are not competent to do 
he -work and to decide every case 
within three months, they should have 
manhood and decency enough to re- 
sign and quit-their jobs. 


In all supreme courts there 
are 


what are known as the laws delays 
These are due mainly to the lack of 
business methods, the writing of long 
winded decisions and the toleration 
of frivolous appeals and motions. In 
our supreme court the writing of long- 
winded decisions is a grievous cause 
of delay. With a mass of impending 
business a judge sits down and passes 
a -week In •writing a decision of two 
lozen;or mote pages on some small, 
clndeflgatten matter. Ho quotes plead- 
ngs a,nft' .documents 'and quotations 
from other decisions all around the 
country. >He discusses points and mat- 
ters in no way necessary to a cor- 
rect and lucid decision of the case 
Such a decUffon is never published 
in tho newWapers and it is never 
read, unless 'fly a few attorneys who 
have not muO to do. It never con 
vlnces thr'jMroled jjarty -and the oth 
er party needs no convincing. Hence 
It serves/ no, useful purposes. 
You 


remember the suit to oust the state 
board of regents. Within three days 
ifter it was argued my short decision 
'of three pages was written and given 
to the press. As" It was brief, and 
was. baaed on we. constitution and 
pure/ reason, it WW .published on the 


jttgc.t of some'-newspapers and 


it was read; but the long, laborious 
decisions have not been read. 
They 


are buried neath the bosom of the 
deep. 


In the constitution it is written that 


when a judgment Is reversed or af- 
firmed by the supreme court, every 
point,fairly arising on the record of 
the case must •be considered and de- 
cided 
Hence, some judges spin out 


their decisions by noting and discuss- 
ing every point noted by counsel, even 
though it be in no way material. They 
argue as tho lawyer giving 10 reasons 
for the absence of a witness, the first 
reason being that he is dead. 
Of 


course, one such reason IB quite suffl. 
clent; and so In*any lawsuit when one,, 
two or throe-points are conclusiye, .It 
is sheer folly to discuss the other 
points. 


In State vs. O'Hare, 1 N. D, the 


judge wrote a decision or commentary 
of 22 pages, when it should not have 
exceeded two pages—and there are 


thousands of similar cases In the re- 
ports 
A judgment of conviction was 


reversed because in charging the jury 
the court stated the facts and argued 
the case against the defendant. That 
was a dead conclusive point and the 
ludge should not have spun out his 
decision and wasted his time by not- 
ng and discussing nine immaterial 
points. 


If a judge wants to write a mere 


commentary on the law, be should do 
t at his own expense and not at the 
expense of the suitors and the public. 
To publish and book supreme court 
decisions does cost the public or some- 
one about $20 a page. The cost is 
often more than the amount involved 
n the litigation. 
This, the judges 


never consider. They touch not the 
jurden with one of their fingers.
